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JAILED ATWOOD 

DR. NORTHCOTT, CHARGED WITH 

NURSE’S MURDER, BROUGHT TO 

COUNTY JAIL. 

Dr. Ephraim Northcott, San Fran¬ 
cisco physician, who was arrested 
Monday and charged with murder in 
connection with the death of Miss Inez 
Reed, army nurse, whose body was 
found in the San Mateo creek ravine 
on March 8, was brought to the county 
jail in Redwood City Wednesday 
afternoon by Sheriff Michael Sheehan 
and Under Sheriff H. W. Lampkin. 
The accused man had been confined 
in prison in San Francisco since 
Monday night, when he was taken 
into custody at his home. The war¬ 
rant for Northcott’s arrest was se¬ 
cured in Justice of the Peace S. J. 
Fisher’s court in San Mateo, follow¬ 
ing an interview Captain of Detectives 
Duncan Matheson of San Francisco 
had with District Attorney Swart in 
Redwood City. 

The San Francisco and San Mateo 
police were busy Tuesday and 
Wednesday gathering evidence that 
will prove conclusively, they say, that 
the illegal operation that resulted in 
the death of Miss Reed was performed 
at 615 Highland avenue, San Mateo. 
According to Captain of Detectives 
Matheson, Dr. Northcott acquired the 
house in San Mateo expressly to pro¬ 
vide a safe retreat where the illegal 
operation might be performed. The 
physician secured an option on the 
place, says Matheson, and took over 
the house on Monday, March 3, the 
day on which Inez Reed left the Oak¬ 
land home of her friend, Mrs. Maude 
Frankenfield. Northcott was arrested 
Monday night following the finding in 
an open fireplace of the Highland 
avenue house charred remnants of a 
silver mesh purse, part of an ame¬ 
thyst ring and other articles belong¬ 
ing to Miss Reed. 

Wednesday the dectectives inter¬ 
viewed several persons whose testi¬ 
mony is wanted before the police ar¬ 
rest the man who drove the car in 
which the army nurse’s body was car¬ 
ried out the Crystal Springs road to 
be dumped into the creek. The arrest 
of this man and also the person orig¬ 
inally responsible for the nurse's 
trouble, is expected hourly. 

Captain Matheson has been silent 
as to the man to whom Miss Reed’s 
troubles’ were due, and refused any 
information as to whether he is in 
San Francisco or in the East, or 
whether he had a hand in the arrange¬ 
ments that ended with the death of 
the girl. Nor will Matheson tell who 
was present when the operation was 
performed, or whether Frances 
Cronin, Dr. Northcott’s office nurse, l 
was at the San Mateo house at the 
time. Miss Cronin has not been ar¬ 
rested. She will tell the whole story, 
Matheson said, when she is called to 
do it.

TAKING MOTHER “OVER THE TOP” 


Scaling down of iron and steel 
prices, as effected by the producers 
and the Industrial Board of the De¬ 
partment of Commerce, leaves the 
present price level from 35 to 98 per 
cent above the 1913 average, al¬ 
though 5 to 22 per cent under the last 
War Board prices. 

Wage rates, however, still average 
about 100 per cent higher than those 
which prevailed in the pre-war year. 
The labor cost of iron and steel pro¬ 
duction has been estimated at from 
70 to 80 per cent of the total charge. 
Consequently it would appear that 
present prices, relative to production 
costs, in some cases at least, are not 
as high as in 1913. 

Production costs per unit of out¬ 
put, of course, fluctuate with the 
volume of production, and just what 
actual costs will be depend on the 
amount of new orders brought out by 
the lower prices. 

The new rail price, a reduction of 
$10 a ton, the largest on any finished 
product, is 60 per cent above the pre¬ 
war level. 

The new tin plate and sheet prices 
are, respectively, 77 and 98 per cent 
above the pre-war level. The ad¬ 
vances over the pre-war levels, main¬ 
tained by these articles, are the 
largest among the finished products. 

That this is true with respect to j 
sheets and tin plate is evidently due j 
to the plan followed in scaling down 
prices. Reductions have been about 
the same per ton, regardless of sell¬ 
ing prices. Under such an arrange¬ 
ment high-priced articles like sheets 
and tin plate suffered a relatively 
much smaller cut than the lower- 
priced articles such as rails. 

Rail consumers have enjoyed one of 
the best prices on the steel list for a 
long time, with the possible excep¬ 
tion of during the war period, when 
the favorable rail differential was 
somewhat reduced. The larger cut in 
rail prices, therefore, is merely a re¬ 
turn to former conditions. 

The fact that the Government will 
be a heavy rail buyer also likely in¬ 
fluenced the situation. Finally the 
rail producers are chiefly the large, 
lost-cost concerns and in better posi> 
tion to stand a substantial reduction 
on some of their products than the 
smaller, high-cost companies. 

The whole situation, undoubtedly, 
reflects the contest that was waged 
by the high-cost manufacturers to 
keep up prices so far as possible on 
their products. Some of the high-cost 
producers are manifesting consider¬ 
able concern as to the possible effect 
of the new prices on their profits. 

It may be that some of these pro¬ 
ducers will be driven to the position 
of giving employees the choice be¬ 
tween lower wages or no work. Some 
of the high-cost producers in the 
South enjoy cheaper labor than their 
Northern competitors and this will be 
a -saving factor. One Southern pro¬ 
ducer says his labor rate is 30 cents 
an hour, which compares with 42 
cents prevailing in the North. 

One effect of reduced or eliminated 
profits for the small, high-cost plants 
may be combinations where such 
mergers will effect economies in 
either or both production or distribu¬ 
tion. Development of small plants so 
they can be more economically oper¬ 
ated is also probable. 


GET YOUR DISCHARGE 

Discharged soldiers who fought in 
the big war are going to be issued reg¬ 
ular honest-to-goodness "honorable 
discharge” medals. The emblem will 
be a bronze lapel button, -imilar to 
that of the G. A. R. A design has 
been selected from fifteen models 
submitted by artists and sculptors. 

Your "honorable discharge” will be 
the “V” sign hanging in the window 
showing you are a subscriber to the 
Victory Loan. 

PAY YOUR DEBTS 

On New Year’s eve the cost of the 
war to the United States stood at $22,- 
000,000,000. Practically ail of this 
money ha(' been raised by taxation 
and by the Liberty loans. The entire 
amount which had come into the 
Treasury up to that time for war pur¬ 
poses had either been spent or had 
been ear marked for specific bills. 

Since the middle of November when 
the armistice was signed the govern¬ 
ment has been borrowing at the rate 
of $600,000,000 every two weeks to 
meet its war obligations. At this rate 
it will have obtained from the banks 
of the nation from four to five billions 
of dollars before the beginning of the 
fifth Liberty Ix>an April 21. 

The people of the United States, 
through their representatives in Con¬ 
gress, voted for the expenditures which 
made necessary the borrowing of these 
huge sums. The government in antici¬ 
pation of patriotic support from the 
country in raising the Victory Liberty 
Loan has already paid the bills. In 
all justice and honesty the people of 
the United States will not fail their 
government and will finish the job by 
oversubscribing the last popular war 
loan by an even larger percentage 
than they did the four which have 
gone before

We certainly have all or us excellent reasons for trusting to Mr. Hoover’s 
opinions in regard to food. And he lias just informed us why American food J 
should be Shipped to Germany, taking the subject from nine different points ^ 

of view. . . 

One of the most practical of these reasons is that famine breeds anarchy, 

and anarchy is infectious. If hungry Germany received the gospel of Bol¬ 
shevism, and it spread from Germany to France and England, it would he 
more than likely to trouble us in the United States. 

Another reason is that Germany must have food in order to get hack to 
production and have the wherewithal to pay indemnities. 

Mr. Hoover does not neglect humanitarian reasons, and lie also says 
that we have not been and are not fighting women and children. 

France’s stipulation that the German territory lying west of the Rhinje 
be ceded to her seems to have been turned down by the peace conference, if 
so, the decision is a wise one. 

it is not surprising that France, embittered for fifty years by the cession 
of Alsace-Lorraine to Germany after the war of 1871. should now seek a 
similar advantage. But the very fact that the Alsace-Lorraine question has 
been a constant menace to the peace of Europe shows the futility of such a 
step. 

Race, religion, language and national customs form the natural bound¬ 
aries of countries. Bismarck himself, shrewd diplomat and statesman that 
he was, said at the time of the cession of Alsace-Lorraine, “1 do not like 
having so many Frenchmen in our house against their will. The splendor 
of the prize, however, overcame his better judgment. 

Europe will not repeat tills mistake. Placing any considerable amount 
of German territory under the government of France would be an error 
whose correction would he made some day in “blood and iron.

KWJUDES 

{Contributed by the San Mateo County 

Conference of Social Agencies.) 

J. L. Hammond, in the Atlantic 
Monthly for March,, again emphasizes 
what we read and hear daily, the new 
sense of the value of human life, and 
of the necessity to give to the indi¬ 
vidual the opportunity of a full de¬ 
velopment. He says: 

“Let us imagine what a difference 
it would make if we started boldly by 
asking what are the conditions that 
are essential to the good life and the 
free development, not of a class or a 
favored few, but of the community as 
a whole, if we put the industrial sys¬ 
tem out of our minds until we have 
decided what kind of a life a society 
ought to build for itself. 

“This is what the war has done for 
a great number of people. In one 
sense war must inevitably breed in¬ 
equality and injustice. But it is true 
also that it is the nursery of a new 
spirit of justice. This war has been 
the opportunity of the common man. 

“War makes life cheap, but it does 
not make a man’s life cheap in his 
own eyes. The more ready he is to 
risk it for an idea, the greater the 
value that he puts upon it. The sol¬ 
dier who returns has broken through 
the strongest force in our nature, the 
customary standard, the habit of ac¬ 
cepting the world as he finds it. In 
the Old World he was the instrument 
of a system; in the New World he 
means to be in some sense the master 
of his life. 

“This is a new moral force in our 
society: the presence of a great mass 
of men, conscious of sacrifices and 
services, who look at the world with 
new eyes. 

“The common sufferings of the 
trenches have taught a new philoso¬ 
phy to the soldiers; the experience of 
rationing has taught a new sense of 
equality. 

“Our bonds have been broken in an¬ 
other way. In one sense, war ex¬ 
hibits more than anything else the im¬ 
potence of man. 

"On the other hand, the war has 
revealed the wonderful resourceful¬ 
ness of man. 

“It is seen that the human will and 
human energy have an infinitely 
greater power over the circumstances 
of life than anybody had supposed. 

New methods of organization, new 
forms of social effort, have been dis¬ 
covered.” 

And all the world seems now awake 
to the fact of common justice, that 
not only should individuals and 
groups of individuals be given oppor¬ 
tunity for full development, but that 
they should be aided and taught how 
to embrace this opportunity.

Few readers of newspapers and 
periodicals fully and clearly under¬ 
stand the laws governing subscrip¬ 
tions. ■ Below are the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States on 
the subject: 

“Subscribers who do not give ex¬ 
press notice to the contrary are con¬ 
sidered as wishing to renew their 
subscription. 

“If subscribers order a discontinu¬ 
ance of their periodicals, the publisher 
may continue to send them until dues 
are paid. 

“If subscriber continues to take the 
periodical from the postottice to which 
they are directed, he is responsible 
until he has settled his bill and 
ordered the paper discontinued. 

"If the subscriber has moved to 
| other places without informing the 
publisher, and the papers are sent to 
the former address, the subscriber is 
held responsible. 

“The courts have held that refusing 
to take periodicals from the post- 
office, or removing and leaving them 
uncalled for, is prima facie evidence 
of intention to defraud. 

“If subscribers pay in advance, they 
are bound to give notice at the end of 
the time if they do not wish to con- 
j tinue taking it, otherwise the pub¬ 
lisher is authorized to send it and the 
subscriber will be responsible until 
I express notice with payment of all 
arrearages is sent to the publisher.”

General J. J. Borree, chairman of 
the State Committee on Readjustment, 
lias received from the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment the latest ruling as to the 
particular address and office to which | 
all claims shrould be referred, includ¬ 
ing claims for arrears in pay, the $60 
bonus, information relative to Liberty 
Bonds, claims for arrears due de¬ 
ceased officers and enlisted men at the 
time of death, and all claims for in¬ 
surance, witli exact information as 
to the different forms to be used in 
applying for same, as follows: 

Claims for arrears in pay, including 
travel pay, should be sent to Director 
of Finance, Washington, D. C. 

Claims for $60 bonus, authorized by 
the act of February 24, 1919, should 
be sent to Zone Finance Officer, 
Lemon Building, Washington, D. C. 

Note—The application for bonus 
should be accompanied by 

(a) Discharge certificate (or a cer¬ 
tified copy thereof) or order for dis¬ 
charge or release, if no certificate was 
issued, but botli certificate (or certi¬ 
fied copy thereof) and order if both 
were issued, the paper bearing in¬ 
dorsement of final payment being re¬ 
quired. 

(b) A statement of all military 
service since April 6, 1917, showing 
place and date of reporting at first 
military station. 

(c) The address to which the check 
should be sent. 

Inquiries concerning deliveries of 
Liberty Bonds purchased by allot¬ 
ments from army pay should be ad¬ 
dressed to Zone Finance Officer, 
Washington, D. C. 

Claims for arrears of pay due a 
deceased officer or enlisted man at 
time of death, should be addressed to 
Auditor for the War Department, 
Washington, D. C.

ment only results in considerably de¬ 
laying their settlement. 

Allotments of pay when no govern¬ 
ment allowance is concerned are paid 
through the army allotment system, 
War Department, and inquiries con¬ 
cerning such claims should be ad¬ 
dressed to Zone Finance Officer, 
Washington, D. C.

Reclamation Project, if Carried, Will Bring Wealth 
to San Francisco and San Mateo Counties; 
Representative Delegation Leads Fight 


The project to level Hunters Point 
and reclaim the surrounding tide- 
lands has been referred to the Senate 
Finance Committee, following spirited 
debates on the plan, whioh received 
the support of Senator Johnson and 
Assemblyman Eksward of thisdistrict. 

The major opposition to the State 
appropriating funds for the project 
came from the directors of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, who j the largest boats 


ported, recommending that $40,000,000 
to $45,000,000 be spent in making the 
Whangpo river into a lake, the 
shores of which fill be one continu¬ 
ous line of docks. Emphasis is laid 
on the fact that China is destined to 
share increasingly in international 
commerce after the war. To meet the 
new demands there must be harbor 
facilities sufficient 


contended that the fiscal burden 
should fall upon the taxpayers rather 
than making it a State appropriation. 

P. R. Thompson, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce of South San 
Francisco; Arthur Joel, president of 
the Civic League of Improvement 
Clubs and Associations; Attorney C.
